Cope with Business. 


Constantly increasing activities in 
the erection of business and resi- 
dence structures have created a con- 
dition in the department of build- 
ings that demands immediate em- 
ployment of more inspectors and 
clerks. The Board of Public Works 
this morning will send to the City 
Council a statement on the subject 
by J. J. Backus, chief inspector of 


buildings, and will recommend that 
an appropriation be made for sal- 
aries of eleven more men. 

Chief Inspector Backus asks for 
an addition to his force of one struc- 
tural engineer, four assistant in- 
spectors of buildings, four assistant 
inspectors of plumbing and gas fix- 
tures, on clerk-stenogiapher and one 
clerk. The salaries for these men 
for the remainder or the fiscal year 
will amount to $9835. 

“The amount of building con- 
struction in the city of Los Angeles 
has increased over 50 per cent. in 
the past three montis,” says Chief 
Inspector Backus in this report. 

For August, 1074 building permits 
and 1633 plumbing vermits were is- 
sued, with a valuation of $2,402,444. 
he continues. During October, 1572 
building permits and 2424 plumbing 
permits were issued. With a valua- 
tion $4,125,696. 

“There has been, of course, a cor- 
responding increase in the work of 
the department of bulldings; and in 
addition to the present recent in- 
crease there is a great accumulation 
of work, due to the tremendous 
bullding activity of the past few 
months, which the present force of 
this office has been wholly inadequate 
care for,

Many 
men aad women, thoroughly honest and 
patriotic, are today asking why prices of 
all commodities. are so high. They attrib- 
ute the prices primarily to the profiteers. 
They are right in a degree. But what is it 
that gives the profiteer his opportunity? 
Scarcity of manufactured and other prod - 
ucts. Why this scarcity? The refusal of 
men who ordinarily labor in a productive 
capacity to do a fair day’s work for a fair 
day’s pay. The unionite of today has an- 
other theory. His slogan is get all you can 
and do as little as possible. 

What is to be the end of this roundelay 
of more pay. shorter hours, decreased pro- 
duction? Scarcity of merchandise with cor- 
responding higher prices is the answer. 

If the unions keep up their present gait 
there is but one logical end in sight. That 
end is written as plainly on the horizon of 
the future as the glow of an electric light 
in the dark. The end of unionism and the 
ultimate freedom of labor to work for whom 
it pleases at wages mutually arranged and 
to give for an honest, equitable day’s wage 
an honest, equitable day’s work. 

While at intervals Southern California 
has had labor troubles, these have never 
been of long duration. They have checked 
for a time the progress of the district, but 
out here, where men live under conditions 
that are equaled nowhere else in the world, 
the labor-union agitator does not find a 
fertile field in which to sow his seditious 
seed. Seditious is a strong word, but it is 
warranted. Is it not sedition to conspire 
against the health and safety of the great 
majority of the people of the United States 
as the coal-strike leaders are doing today?

OT ALL DESTROYED. 
The recent fires in our Southern Call- 
fornia mountains were destructive, dut 
they might have been worse. The rain 
came in time to save the tree-covered areas 
of the higher levels; as by far the greater 
area of the lower ranges is covered with 
brush or chaparral it will renew its thicket 
covering in a much shorter time than would 
be required to grow timber of larger di- 
mensions. The fire proved that trails and 
fire breaks do not furnish sufficient high- 
ways for quickly getting large bodies into 
the heart of the mountains. Should the 
disaster hasten the building of a road sys- 
tem such as the proposed Angeles Crest it 
1 not be altogether without good re- 
ts. 


As the area of national forests in the 
coast mountains of Southern California ts 
over 3,000,000 acres and that fer the entire 
State about 19,000,000 (besides which there 
are millions of acres of privately-owned 
woodlands) there remains, after deducting 
some 150,000 acres for the burnt area, plen- 
ty of primeval fastness for the camper to 
clamber over next year. Our three south- 
ern reserves, the Santa Barbara, Angeles 
and Cleveland, are of immeasurable value 
to the people of this district; they not only 
form our chief source of water supply, but 
are resorted to annually by thousands of 
recreation seekers, it being estimated that 
in one year 350,000 persons entered the An- 
geles alone. The fine streams of this re- 
serve, in addition to furnishing miles of 
trout-stocked waters, turn the wheels of 
ten power plants. We who live in cities, 
where coal, gas or oil are used largely for 
cooking and heating, fail to realize the im- 
portance of wood used as fuel. In a recent 
year the value of wood so used on the 
farms alone df our country amounted to 
nearly $300,000,000 — California ranches 
alone using over $7,000,000 worth. The 
American, characterized by prodigality, 
cuts down trees for wood, but in Europe, 
where forest conservation has been prac- 
ticed for years, the peasant gathers even 
the smaller twigs for use in his hearth 
Our reserves furnish each year free fuel 
for thousands of camp fires and many farms 
and resorts.

“Col. Weinstock is the State 
market director, and presumably he 
is in office to benefit the entire peo- 
ple, but he opposed any action that 
would look toward legislation on 
the subject of high prices. He op- 
posed the resolutions asking the 
Governor’ to convene an extra ses- 
sion to consider this subject and 
— this State could do noth- 

K. 

“The attempt to control this meet- 
ing of Mayors by the votes of poul- 
trymen of the Petaluma district 
went to such length that I finally 
got up and announced my inten- 
tion of retiring and having nothing 
more to do with the assemblage if 
these tactice were further pursued. 
Supervisor Nelson of San Fran- 
cisco, who personally represented 
Mayor Rolph, did the same and then 
action was taken rescinding a previ- 
ous motion that had given the out- 
siders the privilege of the floor—- 
which they assumed to be aiso vot- 
ing powers.” 

Mayor Snyder says that a meéet- 
ing of producers was scheduled to 
be held at Sacramento at the same 
time ag the Mayors’ meeting, and 
that through the manipulations of 
Col. Weinstock, an invitation was 
secured for the producers to partici- 
pate in the Mayors’ meeting. Then 
Col. Weinstock and the poultrymen, 
says Mevor Snyder, proceeded to 
monopolize affairs. N 

When it came to the voting on a 
resolution asking the Governor to 
call a special session of the Legisla- 
ture, to consider the subject of high 
prices, etc., a majority of the Mavors 
voted for it, but the egg ranchers 
lined up solid against the resolu- 
tion.

Haven't Jurisdiction, Jurist Finds in 
Action Against Roosevelt Heirs. 


Taking it quietly by the nape of 
the neck, so to speak, United States 
District Judge Trippet 
lifted the action brought by Giles 
Otis Pearce against the estate of 
the late Col. Theodore Roosevelt, 
out of the Federal court by the no- 
jurisdiction route.

„Later we visited the women’s de- 
partment of the Cicv Jail, under the 
same circumstances and personally 
interviewed every inmate, both those 
sentenced and thos: awaiting sen- 
tence, and found tha: the treatment 
that they had received at the hands 
of the health department was 4at- 
isfactory in every respect. 

“The result of our investigation 
failed to reveal ang mistreatment, 
either in-the’' women's department of 
the City Jail or Les Feliz Hospital, 
and we feel that th city health de- 
partment is doing everything that 
it is possible to do under the cir- 
cumstances. The methods of dealing 
with this class of cffenders is such 
as was outlined by the California 
Military Welfare Commission and 
adopted by the State Board of 
Health, and standardized all over 
the United States by the United 
States Public Health Service, and 
includes not only a careful pro- 
gramme for the p.tection of pub- 
lic health, but a social service pro- 
gramme of rehabilitation; and this 
work could not have been carried on 
without the hearty co-operation of 
the police department.“
